LYON — Leaders of the seven 
richest industrialized democracies 
vowed Thursday to “unite our efforts 
and determination" to combat inter- 
national terrorism in the aftermath of a 
truck bomb that killed 1 9 .Americans in 
Saudi Arabia. 

“We are all united in condemning the 
dreadful bombing that has taken place," 
said President Jacques Chirac of France 
as the leaders of the world's top demo- 
cracies. a! the urging of President Bill 
Clinioo. issued'' a joint statement 
pledging to do more to fight terrorism. 

.Among other things, the leaders of 
the United States, Germany, France, 
Britain. Japan. Canada and Italy agrred 
to have their top officials meet in three 
weeks, most likely in Paris, to study the 
issue. 

Mr. Ourac said ministers ftt>m the 
Group of Seven nations would meet in 
about three weeks to discuss what meas- 
ures could be taken in ^ fight a^inst 
terrorism. 

Mr. Clinuxi, standing next to Mr. 
Chirac after the summit’s opening din- 
ner, thanked his G-7 partners for their 
“very powerful statemenL" 

‘*We have once again stood united 
against terrorism. We understood that 
an attack cm one of us is an attack on all 
of us," Mr. Clinton said. 

A truck bomb planted at a militaiy 
base near Dbahran. Saudi Arabia, on 
Tuesday killed 19 Americans and in- 
jured about 400 others of various na- 
tionalities. It was the worst terrorist 
attack on U.S. interests in the Middle 
East since the 1 983 bombing of the U,S. 
Marine base in Beirut. 

finm the U.S. perspective, the Lyon 
summit meeting has become an im- 
provisational affair. Even befrac the 
bombing, U.S. officials bad been pro- 
motir^ a list of 40 initiatives design^ to 
limit international crimes. 

The emphasis, though, had been on 
the problem of drug-ninning and 
money-laundering, rather than terror- 
ism. 

But U.S. officials said they have been 
busy trying to restate, and some in some 
instances significantly revamp, the ini- 
tiatives to make them a plausible re- 
sponse to the Dhahran bombing. The 


hope, optimists on the U .S. team said, is 
that foe customary reluctance allies to 
vigorous multilareral effems may give 
way to the momentum for action created 
by foe explosion. 

But some of foe obstacles to conunon 
action were underscored in several one- 
on-one meetings Mr. Clinton held 
Thursday with other heads of state.

Washington and Bonn Collide on How Best to Deal With Iran

BONN —As seep throu^ American eyes, Iran 
is a pariah state, oiie foat sanctions international 
tettorism, of^iosesu comprehensive peace in the 
Middle and seeks to bjuild a nuclear ar- 
senaL 

Such ondaw behavior. UB. poUcymal^ in- 
sist, should be repaid with contemjM, isolation and 
world sanctions. 

As seen ifarou^ German eyes, Iran is indeed 
and dmgerouSr if not the monolithic 
. theocracy often demonized by Washington. 


Yet, as a large, strategically located country 
with vast oil reserves. Bonn says, Iran should not 
be ostracized but laber enga^^ with economic 
benefits as well as tough talk. 

These divergem views have become a foom on 
the rosebush of U.S.-Gennan relations, foe one 
prickly issue foat is die subject of public ex- 
a^jeration and mvate acrimony. 

Moreover, officials in Washington and Bonn 
believe foe disagreement could soon escalate into 
something uglier if foe U.S. government presses 
ahead with a proposed law to impose sanctions on 
foreign companies that trade wifo Iran or Libya. 

“The tra^ debate has taken a really nasty turn 


in the last several weeks." an American official 
said. “The Europeans don't like sanctions. They 
don't like any of this smff." 

“It's foe one issue," he added, “where there's 
conflict between us and foe Germans." 

Klaus Becher, an analyst at the German Society 
for Foreign Fril said , * 'There seems to be a very 
clear confrontation coming." 

Legislation adopted unanimously by foe U.S. 
House c^Repre.<tentatives this month — similarto 
a bill passed by foe Sen^ last winter — would 
impose sanctions on foreign companies under 
certain conditton.s if foey invested more than $40 
million in Iran's oil industry. 


The proposal follows other trade developments 
that have triggered alarm in Bonn and other 
European capitals, including a new U.S. law that 
penalizes foreign companies continuing to trade 
wifo Cu^ in defiance of a U.S. embargo. 

Leaders of foe 15-nanon Europe Union, 
meeting in Italy last weekend, voiced "deep 
concern" at foe U.S. actions and reserved foe 
right to retaliate in defense of European interesls.

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Endangered Peace / What Happens Without NATO? 


The Story of Brcko Is the Story of Bosnia

B rcko. Bosnia-Herzegovina — 
Since the Dayton peace accord was 
initiaied last November, U.S. offi- 
cials have been repeatinp the same 
mantra. American troops will remain in Bosnia 
for *^about a year." The purpose of their 
mission is to give Muslims, ^itis and Cro^ 
"a chance" to live in peace. If they succeed, 
good. If diey fail, too bad. The United States 
will have done all it reasonably could. 

The implications of a one-year deadline are 
clearW visible in this dusty border city of 
50,000, the scene of some of the heaviest 
fighting during the three-and-a-half-year Bos- 
nian war. Brcko has been at peace for more 
than seven months, thanks to a battalion of 
heavily armed U.S. soldiers at nearby Camp 
McGovern and thousands more Western 
troops a few kilometers down the road. If the 
Americans stick to tiieir departure plans, 
everybody here seems to agree, war likely will 
resume very quickly. 

And that in turn would have ramifications 
for American credibility far beyond Bosnia. 
Western diploma and military officials agree 
that failure in Bosnia would seriously un- 
dermine NATO just as it is beginning to find a 
new post-Cold War role. The Clinton admin- 
istration's huge political and financial invest- 
ment in ending die war in Bosnia atier years of 
drift and hesitation would effectively be writ- 
ten oiff. 

"We will be in Bosnia for years,” predicted 
an American official with long experience of 
the Balkans. "We could have stayed out, but 
now we are in, whether we like it or not." 

To understand the importance of Brcko to 
all sides in the Bosnian conflict, it is necessary 
only to^ance ai a map. The city is at the center 
of a S-kilometer-wide corridor linking the two 
main areas of Serb-held territory. If Brcko 
were to fall to the Muslim-Croat federation, die 
Serb entity known as Republika Srpska would 
be split into two parts, neither of them viable. 
In ^b hands, however, Brcko would block 
access from the MusUm-Croat federation to 
Croatia and the Sava River, a major trading 
artery and a link to the Danube River and the 
Black Sea. The Dayton accord left unsettled 
the question of who ultimately should control 
Brcko. A panel of iniematioiiaJ arbiters is 
scheduled to report on the issue in December 
— just as the NATO force is sup()osed to 
leave. 

Reduced to essentials, the story of Brcko is 
also the story of Bosnia. Before the war, 
Muslims were the dominant eth^c group in 
Brcko, accounting for 44 percent of the ^p- 
ulatioTL Most of these people fled in terror m 
Mav 1992, when Serb nationalists blew up the 
bri(^ across the Sava and launched a cam- 
pus of “ethnic cleansing." Together witfi 
displaced Croats, these Muslim refugees have 
camped in villages a few kilometers south of 
Brcko, dreanung of the time when they can 
return home.

At the end of 1995, after a battle against 
early winter floods, the U.S. Army's 1st Ar- 
moi^ Division threw a pontoon bridge across 
the Sava to r^lace the bridges blown up by the 
Serbs. Amencan peacekeepers fanned across 
the countryside in their Abrams tanks and 
Bradley fitting velucles. blowing up bunkers, 
defying land mines and ftlling trenebes. 
Overcoming widespread skepticism, both in 
Bosnia and in the United States, they dis- 
mantled the bitterly contested front Um be- 
tween two rival armies. 

Around Brcko, few people doubt that the 
"Pax Americana" would coU^jse the 
50,000-strong American-led NATO Imple- 
mentation Force pulled out at the end of the 
year. This was one of ±e nightmare scenarios 
envisioned by Pent^on military planners 
when they first considered whether to inter- 
vene in Bosnia. Having gonen in, (hey 
wouldn't be able to get out. because peace 
would be seen to depend on a continuing U.S. 
military presence. 

"You could have T-53 tanks in the city of 
Brcko within half an hour," [xedicted an 
American commander. He was referring to 
Serb heavy armor that was decommission^ at 
the end of the war, under the terms of tile 
Dayton agreement, and is now stockpiled in 
the town of Bijeljina. approximately 35 kilo- 
meters down the road. Muslims and Croats 
also would likely bring in heavy armor to grab 
land vacated by the Africans, observers here 
said. 

An international arbitration commission has 
until December to decide who should control 
Brcko and the suirountUng area. Because of

conflicting territozial claims, the verdin Is 
bound to disappoint one side or the other. 

"There will have to be some kind of Amer- 
ican military presence here after December," 
insists Miod^ Pajic. the Serb mayor of 
Brcko. "A year is too short a time to con- 
solidate peace."

UROPEAN officials say tiie Clintou 
adnunistration. in the nudst of a re- 
elenion campaign, has asked them to 
posqxme public discussion the 
shape of a foVow-uft force as long as possible. 
‘ 'we will adidress this issue the second week in 
November." predicted a European diploraaL 

In return for tbeir discretion, the Europeans 
have secured Washing^'s tadt a g reement to 
maintain alliance solidarity untO the end. 
Prance, Britain and Gennany have made clear 
th^ if the Americans pull out, they will fol- 
low. 

"The Europeans would face a rerribie lo- 
gistical problem if the Americans left. Tl^ 
would £^nd most of tbeir time protecting 
themselves," said a NATO official. 

While the deu^ of a follow-up force re- 
main to be worked out, it is clear tiut it would 
be much smaller than the current one. By most 
estimates, a force of around 20,000 would 
derer tiie riv^ annies from beginning a new 


conflict. In hot spots such as Breko. though, the 
allied military presence might have to be en- 
laiged. Acedsding to one proposal, Brcko 
would be turned into an international ci^, 
garrisooed by two battalions of NATO troops. 
A lightly anncMred battalion — roughly 700 to 
SOO soldiers — would be needed to ke^ order 
within the ciw. A heavily armored battalion 
would be deploy^ around the city to forestall 
an attempt oy either side to grab strategic 
territory. 

With hindsight, the idea that a NATO pres- 
extee of just a year in Bosnia would create a 
lasting peace seems wildly optimistic. Many of 
the preconditions for implementation of the 
Dayton agreement have not been realized. 
Ttere has been no sig^cant retuin of 
refug^ to their homes; indicted war criminals 
are still exercising political influence, and 
there is no real freedom of movemeat in Bosnia 
for ordinaiy p^le. 

In Brcko. as in other pans of the country, the 
return of refugees has amounted only to a 
trickle. In the last few weeks, a few dozen 
Muslims have crept back to tiieir devasraied 
homes on the Serbian side of the inier-ethnic 
boundary line, inside the 6-ldlonieter-wide 
zone of separation. Eager to expand the area 
under its controL the Muslun-domhiaDed 
government in Sarajevo has supplied them

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with building marerials for a place to live. 

"If it weren't for tiie Amencans, we wo^d 
not be willing to come here," said SLavica 
Hajduk, a Muslim resident of Omaibegovic, 
nrtAHfng m the direction of a U.S. command 
post less than SO meters avray.

Po un d in Australia Air France Europe Cancels Flights 
2 Children MoAie Major Discovery

CANBERRA — Two Aus- 
tralian children sifting 
tiuDugh rocks and dirt in Aus- 
tralia's outback have un- 
earthed one of the world's 
most important fossil finds, 
showing that amphibians 
lived here 330 million years 
ago, Australian fossil experts 
said Thursday. 

Tbe find indicates Australia 
could be the place where fish 
first crawled out of the water 
and land-based life began 
more than 160 million years 
before the first dinosaurs, said 
Tim Hmnley. a researcher at 
Queensland University. 

Nature, the leading British 
sdentific journal, published 
die findings this week of a 
Queenslaiid University zo- 
ologist, Tony Thulbom; his 
colleague. Mr. Hamley. and 
two other researchers. 

"The fossil ^d is signi- 
ficant because it shows that 
dhect descendants of the cur- 
mit fmm of tetrapods — am- 
phibians, birds, reptiles and 
mammals — were distributed 
tiuou^out the southern as 


well as the northern hemi- 
spheres," Mr. Hamley said. 

"Previously, the southern 
hemisi^eie 330 million years 
ago was thought to be too cold 
for amphibians to survive, 
and most of these fossils were 
found in Scotland." he said. 

Mr. Hamiey's son Angus, 
13, and Mr. Tnulbom’s nine- 
year-old son. Guy. found the 
fossils of teeth and bones 
from amphibious animals in 
the northern state of Queens- 
land last year. 

Tbe four had traveled to the 
outback remote site after the 
son of a local cattle farnier 
sent them fossilized fish 
spines for analysis. 

Ibe fossils come from an 
ancient time when Ausd^a 
was part of a vast continent 
linked to India, Africa. Ant- 
arctica and South America. 

The Queensland research- 
ers are still uncovei^ more 
pieces of the fossil jigsaw 
pu^e, including whm ±ey 
believe is an entire ancient 
fossil community with free- 
water fish, invertebrates and 
plants, Mr. Hamley saicL

BHOPAL. India — The visitors 
climbed atop the circular concrete rim.

A dozen years after a toxic tragedy 
kill^ more than 4.000 people in Bh(^ 
and dama^d the health of 500,000 
more, famuies still live Just outside die 
barbed-wire fence surrounding die 
plant, which shut down after the mediyl 
isocyanate gas was released. New slums 
have sprouted nearby on abandoned 
farmlands whose yields droj^sed sharply 
in the aftemiath of the accident 

Mr. Sarmgi and other activists have 
been working to focus attention on 
suspected contamination of the water 
and soil by toxic waste disch^ed from 
be plant Potable municipal water 
flows from the taps in Jayprakashnagar 
each morning, according to residents, 
tmt for less tb^ 30 minutes. 

* "There are so many water problems 
here.” said Begum Bm. “We’re help- 
less: we have to use water from the 
well.” 

Residents said they suspected two 
wells to be polluted. One is not used 
because the stone wall around it has 


collapsed, spilling dirt into the bottom.

of death.” 

“It's not used for drinking,” said 
Babu LaL a shopkeeper. “It's used for 
washing. It has a foul smell.” 

When other water is nm available, 
residents fill their pots at a distant well 
rather than drink from the polluted (»e. 

“Why would we want to drink it?” 
Mr. Lai asked. “We don't want to 
die.” 

Even washing with the well's water, 
he said, has cau^ minor health prob- 
lems. While adults repon a temporary 
itching and burning sensation, blisters 
have ajq)eared on the tender sldn of 
children. 

The slum dwellers talked freely 
about their water probJems, but they 
have grown weary of years of leientless 
questioning about g^-related deaths 
by government officials, medical re- 
searchers and journalists. 

The nongovernmental organization 
that the guide leads, the Sambavna 
Trust, has been asking such sensitive 


questions carefully to compile medical 
informatioD about the causes of recent 
deaths. To cmnpensate for madequaie 
government record-keeping, the 
.has been using a medicm questionnaire 
to conduci “verbal auu^es” by in- 
terviewing die people who last 
{xovided care for deceased perscxis. 

The novel technique has been used 
in Africa to track such health problems 
as AIDS and establish infant mortality 
rates. Mr. Sarangi hopes to pmuade 
Indian courts to admit the findings as 
evidence of further Union Carbide cor- 
porate Utility. 

Later this summer, the Sambavna 
Trust plans to set up a free clinic that 
will ofier alternatives to the antibiotics, 
steroids and tranquilizers usually pre- 
scribed for ailing survivors of ^ ^ 
leak. Instead of what he called “ir- 
rational medication,” Mr. Sarangi said 
the clinic would offer other drug tber-

Party Frets as It Celebrates 75th Year

BEIJING — The Chinese Commu' 
nist Pa^ said Thursday that conuption 
stemming fixmi the concentration of 
power in a few hands was one of the 
greatest scourges it faced as it celebrates 
its 7Stii year. 

“From a look at the current situation, 
one can see that the circumstances are 
not optimistic for the struggle against 
common,” said People’s Daily, the 
officird daily of the pai^ that has ruled 
China since 1949. 

The party was founded at a secret 
meeting of 12 delegates in a Shanghai 
girls' school in 1921. 

In tile third of five editorials marking 
die July 1 anniversary of the Communist 
Party, it said seme party cadres had 
failed the test of 17 years of market- 
oriented economic reform. 

These officials, members of a party 
dial came to power on a wave of anger at 
the corruption of the Nationalists, had 
relaxed tiieir standards and had even 
turned to crime, the newspaper said. 

Leading cadres had great power, the 
editorial said, that they could use “to 
distribute and allocate the assets and 
riches of the state.” 

“Because of this, they become the 
targets of the sugar-coated buUets of 
some criminals,” it added. 

The newspaper quoted an adage pop- 
ular among those who try to subvert 


party cadres: ‘ "Swap my money for your 
power, and then use your power to earn 
me even more money.” 

An editorial about comiption under- 
lined the importance of me problem, 
which is so widespread that the official 


press carries almost da^ reports of 
mcii ' 


party and government officials cau^t 
lining their pockets. 

The par^ chief and state president, 
Jiang 7emin has said corruption is an 
evil that cottid topple 47 years of patty 
rule and has made the issue a center- 
piece of his policy. 

Opinion polls show corruption has 
overtaken inflation as the chief griev- 
ance among China’s 1 .2 billion people, 
who compUun openly about officials 
who misuse their positions.

Italy Blocks 
Extradition to 
U.S., Gting 
Death Penalty

ROME — Challenging Americ- 
an criminal justice or. human rights 
grounds. Italy’s coiutiiutional court 
Thursday blocked the extradition to 
the United States of an Italian 
wanted in Florida on first-degree 
murder charges because Florida law 
includes capital punishment among 
the possible penaltie.s. 

In its unanimous ruling, the court 
effectively declared unconstim- 
donal leg^ provisions that hod per- 
mitted It^y. which does not allow 
the death penalt}', to extradite sus- 
pected criminals to countries that 
do. {irovided there were assurances 
that capital punishment would not 
be applied. 

In so doing, it overturned a de- 
cision taken by the Italian govern- 
ment late la^ year to extradite 
netro Venezia, who is sought for 
the murder in 1993 of a Fionda tax 
ofilcial. 

The ruling, wrinc.’} by Judge 
Francesco Guizzi, served to under- 
score once again the biMad gap in 
public sentiment about capit^ pun- 
ishment in the United States and 
amcHig hs closest political allies. 

Mr. Venezia, w ho owned an Itali- 
an restaurant in Miami Beach, Is 
accused of having shot to death the 
tax official, David Bonham, after he 
froze Mr. Venezia's bank account 
for failing to make court-or^red 
payments in a tax-evasion case. 

Mr. Venezia later fled to his 
hometown of Laterza. in southern 
Italy, where he was arrested and 
held ^ Italian {wlice {lending ex- 
tradition {iroceedings.

Risks of Leadership 

The pictures by now are horrify-ingly 
farniiiar: the sheared-off waJfs. the 
gaping rooms, the twist^ slabs of con- 
crete. Beirut. Oklahoma City, now 
Khobar Towers. A tenorisi truck bomb 
in eastern Saudi .Arabia has claimed the 
lives of 19 U.S. servicemen and 
wounded hundreds more. The familiar 
words come to mind — shameful . cow- 
ardly — but they do not ease the fam- 
ilies* grief nor make the blow more 
comprehensible. Once again a .strong 
nation confronts its vulnerability. 

“Anyone who attacks one .Amer- 
ican attacks every American, and we 
protect and defend our own." Pres- 
ident Bill Clinton said on Wednesday. 
The firei order of business i.s to ap- 
prehend the criminals and prevent a 
recurrence. Mr. Clinton dispatched a 
team of 40 FBI experts to a.ssist in the 
search, and the military sent experts of 
its own. In order not lo interfere with 
that investigation, the president rightly 
decided, at Iea.st for now. against a 
persona] visit. The Saudi government 
o^ered a reward of nearly S2.7 million 
for information leading to the capture 
of those responsible, a proper sign of 
the seriousne.ss with which it ap- 
proaches this crime. 

Preventing a recurrence is more 
complex and inevitably will demand 
an analysts of what went wrong in this 
case. In Beirut the United States first 
encountered this horrible modern-day 
weapon. Last November's attack in 


Riyadh provided the first indication of 
vulnerability within Saudi Arabia. This 
time the U.S. E}efense Depanmeni was 
forewarned; the threat was known. 
Measures had in fact been token that 
may have kepi the attack from being 
more costly than it was; the bomb 
detonated outside the housing complex 
{trimeter. But investigators will 
rightly ask whether the perimeter wa.s 
properly located and whether other 
measures should have been in place. 

Down the road there may also come 
a lime to question how best to help 
achieve stability in Saudi Arabia, 
which is pressed by fundamentalist 
discomenL by uncertainues of succes- 
sion and by accusations of corruption 
and misspeni wealth and failure to re- 
form. When Pre.sident Clinton said that 
the attack “underscores the struggle of 
oil those who share tolerance and free- 
dom and .security." it was hard to see 
how more than one of those values 
applied to the Saudi regime. But 
whatever Judgments have been made 
about U.S. policy in the Gulf cannot be 
questioned based on this attack. Ter- 
rorism cannot dictate the mission. 

This is. rather, time to reflect once 
again on the ri.slu; and burdens of world 
leadership, the benefits of which 
Americans tend to take for gnmted. As 
the anack on New Vork City's World 
Trade Center showed, even civilians 
are not exempt from such risks today. 
But the heaviest burden still fails, as it 
always has, on the military — at 
Khobar and all around the world.

Uneasy Partnership 

The deadly terrorist bombing in 
Saudi Arabia must not be allowed to 
undermine one of America's most im- 
portant yet most vulnerable interna- 
tional partnerships. But in responding 
to the blast. Bill Gimon should not 
gloss over the hard issues that make 
relations with the Saudi monarchy 
awkward and difficult to manage. The 
first issue that requires thorough review 
is the security' of U.S. military' units in 
Saudi Arabia, a Joint re^nsibility of 
U.S. and Saudi securit>' forces. 

The guarded and breaded apart- 
ment comple.x in Dhahran. not far from 
an air ba.se used by U.S. pilots and their 
support crews, appears to have been 
protected against the kind of direct hit 
that destroyed the U.S. Marine bar- 
racks in Beirut in 1 983: in chat attack, a 
suicide bomber crashed a truck packed 
with explosives into the building. But 
in Dhahran the damage was done by a 
gasoline tanker carrying a bomb that 
exploded outside the secured perimeter 
of the rrsidential compound, some 3.^ 
meters away but still close enough to 
shear the side off a large apartment 
building, killing 19 Amencans and in- 
juring hundreds of others. The method 
of attack was not unlike that used in the 
OkJaboma bombing last year, and 
Pentagon security experts should have 
been more alert to the danger posed by 
powerful truck bombs detonated near, 
but not within, high-rise buildings. 

The adequacy of intelligence-gath- 
ering in Saudi Arabia must also be 
examined. The best defense against 
terrorism is early warning. In Lebanon 
13 years ago. there was disastrously 
little coordination between U.S. in- 
telligence agencies and the marine.^, 
and between the Lebanese and U.S. 
governments. President Clinton needs 
to find out if there has been sufficient 
effort by U.S. and Saudi agencies to 
monitor and penetrate terrorise groups 


in Saudi Arabia since the bombing of 
an American-run military compound 
in Riyadh last November. 

danger of another attack has 
been especial ly acute .since last month's 
beheading of four Saudi men convicted 
of involvement in the first bombing. 
U.S. officials are Justifiably unhappy 
that the Saudi government ended its 
inquiry into the November attack 
without fully exploring the case and the 
threat to U.S. interests in Saudi Arabix 
.An investigation of Tuesday's bombing 
must determine whether the Pentagon 
and Saudi authorities adequately in- 
creased security after the U.S. Embassy 
received calls fast month threatening 
retaliation for the executions. 

The presence of U.S. forces in Saudi 
.Arabia remains a sensitive and volatile 
issue in the Muslim kingdom. Until 
Iraq's 1990 invasion of Kuw^t. Saudi 
rulers prohibited t^ long-term basing 
of U.S. troops, fearing fundamentalist 
opposition. Even now the .Americans 
are considered an unwelcome neces- 
sity for the defense of Saudi Arabia and 
its oil resources. American.s must be 
satisfted that the safety of their coun- 
trymen in Saudi Arabia has not been 
compromised by Saudi leaders fearful 
of provoking fundamentalists. 

The svnehronuation of U.S. and 
Saudi interests and customs has always 
been difficulL America's reliance on 
Saudi oil and Saudi Arabia's need for 
U.S. military protection have produced 
a level of mutual dependence that is not 
healthy for either country. 

The bombing Is a jolting reminder 
that Saudi Arabia is not immune to 
terrorism and that the authoritarian 
monarchy, for ali its power and wealth, 
may not be able to prevent a danger- 
ously destabilizing Islamic militancy in 
the kingdom. The interests that bring 
together the United Stales and SautS 
Arabia are powerful and undeniable, 
but as Washington mourns its dead it 
must not overlook the differences.

Corruption in the System 

Corruption has little to do with eth- 
nic. racial or religious identity. Almost 
always it is the result of an overbearing 
state with fmgers into everyone's pies. 
If you took 63 million Indians, 63 mil- 
lion Chinese or 65 million .Americans 
and gave them the same government 
and economy that 63 million Filipinos 
have, you would most likely have 
about the same corruption you now 
have in the Philippines. Corruption in- 
heres in the system, not the people. 

Every tax or regulation represents an 
invitation for a bureaucrat to hold out 
his palm, to look the other way or grant 
a favor. In Hong Kong there is no need 
to bribe a txx auditor for a tax break 
because the personal income tax rate is. 
at 13 percent, both low' and flat. 

Cenainly a comrrutmeni to punish 
corruption is imponam. But. us coun- 


tries like China and Vietnam prove 
daily, government campaigns against 
conniption are doomed to failure unless 
they are accompanied by an equal 
commitment to les.s goverrunenL 
Until it went on a binge of big gov- 
ernment. the Philippines was con- 
sidered an A.sian success siory. and 
there is no reason it could not be so one 
again. But year.s of protectionism, reg- 
ulation and govemmeni-led develop- 
ment has led to some of the most 
perverse incentives in the region; a 
nation where it i.s often more profitable 
for a college-educated Filipina to go 
abroad as a maid than to work xs a 
professional at home. 

The Philippines is rich in natural 
resources, and even more so in re- 
sourceful people. The only thing stop- 
ping them i.s their govemmenL

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An Anti' Explosion Treaty Would Be a First Step

A MSTERD.AM — The future of the 
Comprehensive Test Ban Trea^- 
under negotiation in Geneva hangs in 
the balance. Whatever the outcome of 
these negotiations, which are supposed 
to be concluded this Friday. India's 
support for a global treaty banning nuc- 
lear explosions will be crucial. Indian 
support will also be vital in achieving 
the future elimination of nuclear arms. 

Yet India's position 'nxs become 
counterproductive to achieving the 
very goal of nuclear disarmament that 
it claims to promote. 

New Delhi hxs seemingly taken a 
very principled stand at tite Geneva 
talks. It has insisted that the treaty 
include a firm commitment to nuclear 
disarmament within specific lime 
frames by the five declared nuclear 
powers — Ae United States. Rusitix 
Chinx Britain and France. Only then 
would India sign the current draft. 

However. New Delhi's position is 
looking more and more like posturing. 

After clase to 40 years of inrenuirtent 
negotiations, it is well understood that 
the test ban ireary will not result in any 


reductiorLs of nuclear arms. Nor will it 
end the reliance of the major powers on 
nuclear weapons for their security. 

But the treaty would stop nuclear 
testing and the resulting environmental 
contamination that it causes. It would 
also nuke it harder for the nuclear 
powers, and aspiring nuclear powers, 
to devet<^ new nuclear arms. 

It is cle^ that the treaty, regardless of 
its language, can be only a fust st^ 
toward more substantive nuclear dis- 
armantent. There are still 21 .000 nuclear 
weapons in the wtnid today. 93 percent 
of ih^ in the han^ of the United States 
and Russix Obviously, further steps are 
needed to e timinate those weapons. 

To insist that the rest ban treaty ac- 
complish this la^. as India has been 
doi^ at this 1^ stage in the nego- 
tiations. is not principle but cynical. In 
facL blocking the treaty hinders efforts 
to reduce nuclear arsenals. 

If India is serious about ridding the 
world of nuclear weapons, it should be 


putting forward constructive proposals 
on how' to do so. It should be ad- 
vocating that Russia ratify START-2, 
the second phase of the Strategic Arms 
Reduction Talk-s, so that thousands 
more U.S. xnd Russian nuclear war- 
heads can be destroyed. It should also 
be calling for a START-3 treaty. 

India could join Russia in calling for 
removal of overseas-based nuclear 
weapon.^, including the hundreds of 
U.S. atomic aims in Europe. India could 
insist that the production of all new 
nuclear weapons systems be halted. 

The Unit^ States and Russia must 
decide in the next few years whether 
they will build an expensive new gen- 
eration of nuclear-anned strategic sub- 
marines. This is a ripe target for can- 
cellation. a step that would help ftee the 
seas of the thousands of nuclear 
weapons still deployed on submarirtes. 

I/^ix which exploded a nuclear 
device in 1974 and is wary of China's 
and Paki.stan's nuclear intentions, will 
not benefti from a nuclear arms race in 
South Asix Indix Pakistan and China 
are three of the countries that have most 


to gain from the test ban treaty. TTie 
treaty' would increase their secunty, 
save th^ni billions of dollars in uc- 
veloptng new nuclear we^jons and 
help them avoid extensive and costly 
radioactive pollution to clean up af- 
terward (if the U.S. and Russian ex- 
perience is any guide"). _ 

It may give India satisfaction to 
complain that an international double 
standard ejtists: Nuclear weapons are 
all right for some countries but not for 
others. But New Delhi should not con- 
tinue to threaten to join the nucleivclub 
if further steps toward nuclear disann- 
ament are not taken. Two wrongs don't 
make a righL 

A treaty prohibiting all nuclear ex- 
plosions would be a first step toward 
getting the nuclear powers to give up 
more weapons. Any delay to the trea^’ 
would delay the day when the world is 
freed of die threat of nuclear arms.

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Smuggling People Into Rieh Countries Is a Growth Industry 


H onolulu — The rising 

tide of intemationai migra- 
tion is spawning a sinister trade. 
Human smugglers, ranging 
from unscrupulous individuals 
to organized transnational 
crime groups, are earning bil- 
lions of dollars a year by sneak- 
ing hundreds of thousands of 
illegal immigrants across inter- 
national borders. 

Their growing succes.s is 
transforming human smuggling 
into one of the most profitable 
criminal enterprises, one that 
governments are only beginning 
to understand and confront. 

Human smugglers are active 
in virtually every part of the 
world, but their most popular 
and profitable destinations are 
Western Europe, North Amer- 
ica and Japan. 

Smugglers are moving thou- 
sands of illegal immigrants 
from Asix Africa and the 
Middle East into Europe every 
month on ships, planes and 
trucks along such routes xs Mo- 
rocco to Spain. Albania to Italy. 
Turkey to Greece, the Czech 
Republic to Germany and the 
Baltic Stares to Scandinavia. 

Western Europe's human 
smuggling cri.tis sparked a ma- 
jor diplomatic row in April be- 
tween Turkey and Greece after 
a Greek patrol boar fired on a 
Turkish fishing vessel believed 
to be carryinglranian refugees 
into Greece. Turkey protested 
that the Greek action took place 
in Turkish waters. Athens ac- 
cused .Ankara of ''harboring 
.slave traders" by turning a 
blind eye to the smugglers. 

A major factor behind the 
growth of human smuggling in- 
to Europe has been die trans- 
formation of the former Soviet 
Union and Warsaw Pact region 
into a giant immigrant uxl'fick- 
ing corridor. Porous borders, the 
rise of organized crime and the 
decline of civil authority have 
all conspired to rum the region 
into a smugglers' paradise.

Eastern Europe, too. is a ma- 
jor springboard for smuggling 
into both Western Europe and 
the United Stales. Russian gangs 
or their agents fly illegal im- 
migrants from Uthuimta into Po- 
land in small planes. In Hungary, 
smugglers preferto carry groups 
of several dozen mi^arus at a 
time in trucks or vans. 

The United Stares and to a 
lesser extent Canada rival 
Western Europe as popular des- 
tinations for human smugglers. 
U.S. authorities estimare that at 
least fOO.OOO illegal iromig- 
ninis are smuggle into the 
country each vear. with :tix>ut 
half coining ^om Asix Two 
major gateways are the Central 
America-Mexico corridor and 
the Caribbean region. 


East Asia is the third major 
axis of the global trade in hu- 
mans. Smugglers operating 
from Thailand move an estim- 
ated 2j000 Thai and non-Thai 
immigrants to third countries 
each month. To the south, 
smugglers use the Straits of 
Malacca to bring thousands of 
job-seeking Indonesians into 
Malaysia every year. 

But the prime smuggling des- 
tination in East Asia is Japan, 
with its high wages and living 
standards. On an almost weekly 
basis. Japanese officials are un- 
covering sea- or air-based hu- 
man smuggling directed at their 
country from China and else- 
where in the region. 

Some countries have re- 
sponded to the grow'th of mi- 
grant trafficking by declaring it 
a security threat. When con- 
fronted with a succession of 
Chinese smuggling ships in 
1993. V.S. officials described 


alien smuggling as a security* 
concern. Subs^uently, Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton ordered the 
National Securi^ Council to di- 
rect the U.S. response. 

Malaysian ofincials also view 
migrant trafficking as a securiOJ 
issue and have threatened to use 
their Internal Security Acu al- 
lowing deteartion of suspects 
without trial, to fi^t the prac- 
tice. Britain and Poland say they 
will use their intelligence agen- 
cies to counter the human trade. 

But the view that human 
smuggling poses a security and 
crime threat overlooks the fun- 
damental forces that drive iL 
Population growth, unemploy- 
ment and rising economic dis- 
parities between and within 
countries are fueling an unpre- 
cedented wave of international 
migration. Smuggling is simply 
becoming its modus operand. 

Many countries are finding 
that attempts to keep immigrants 
out may ultimately play into the 
hands of the traffickers. 


In 1994, Czedi officials no- 
ticed an apparent correlation 
between tighter visa restrictions 
and an increase in human smug- 
gling. Similarly, when the 
United States ti^tened immig- 
ration barriers against Mexico 
last year. Mexican smugglers 
carited in by raising their fees. 

*1110 continuing growth of hu- 
man tr^icking around the 
world suggests that the forces 
behind this unwelcome form of 
migration cannot be stopped by 
laws or physical barriers alone. 

As a long as pMple are pess- 
imistic about their future, they 
will look to migration, no mat- 
ter w^t the risks, as their only 
viable option. And waiting to 
assist them will be the profes- 
sional smugglers.

Few people in the Euro- 
pean Union realize that through 
tax contributions they last year 
supported humanitarian relief 
in Tajikistan. Somalia, S nrinn 


Cambodia, Sri Lanka and fam- 
ioe-stricken Nonh Korea. 

Chirability to support human- 
itarian orgatuzatioo^. depends 
on money being available. That 
ultimately depends on the pub- 
lic recognizing the importance 
of meeting such needs and en- 
dorsing our actions. 

Public support in combating ^ 
what one might call donor fa- 
tigue depends on access to qual- 
ity infonnation about human- 
itarian issues. But television 
and radio coverage of human- 
itarian issues outside the main 
news bulletins is dwindling 
throughout Europe. Television 
stations are under commereial 
pressure to broadcast material 
to capture big audiences, or pro- 
grams attractive to advertisers. 

The sidelining of document- 
ary and cunent tufairs prograiru 
about humanitarian issues is 
also due to the lack of interest 
among the owners and directors 
of broadcasting companies. 
There are plenty of journalists 
eager to make programs, and 
plenty of stories out there. 

As well as Mnging the issues 
to the attention of the public, we 
seek by the awards to offer 
gnrater recognition for journ- 
alists. directors and producers 
able to communicate human- 
itarian issues in imaginative, 
accurate and moving ways.

Geneva Nuclear Talks 
Unlikely to Yield Pact 

Draft May Leave Test-Ban Issues Open

UNITED NATIONS, New York — 
An intematioiial conference that has 
been meeting intermittently for 18 
months to draft a treaty banning all nuc- 
lear testing is likely to end Friday in 
Geneva without agreement on an accord, 
arms control officials from several coun- 
tries said lliursday. 

A draft treaty, with key issues still 
unresolved, would dien go to capitals for 
fiir^r negotiation, officials said. An 
addicimial negodadng session may be 
convened next mon£, but it was not 
clear whether further ratlcs could resolve 
lemaining imblems easily or quickly. 

The Clinton adminis tration had 
plei^ed to have a treaty ready for signing 
this summer and had set June 28 as a 
deadliDe for compledng work. Inde- 
pendent American arms control experts 
say that reluctance by the White House to 
mount a lobbying efibrt during the con- 
ference's fin^ weeks to clear impasses 
on a few issues doomed eflbrts to reach 
consensus on die pact, to be known as the 
Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty. 

Tte deadlock in Geneva may Entire in 
discussions among leaders of major in- 
dustrial nadons now meeting in Lyon, 
officii said, although they added th^ 
the formal agenda before the Group of 
Seven aheady was lengthy and the nuc- 
lear test ban treaty was not on iL 

Ihe five declwd nuclear weqM^ 
^wers — the United States, Britain, 
China, France and Russia — promised a 
year ago to complete the treaty by the 


end of 1996. “There will be no decision, 
just a document," Sir Michael Weston. 
Britain's envoy to the United Nations In 
Geneva, said Thursday. 

Negotiators meeting in Geneva had 
been optimistic until last week that they 
could reach consensus on a draft treaty, 
which would be put into final fonn this 
summer. But those hopes faded when 
In^a announced last Thur^y that it 
would not sign the treaty in its present 
form because it did not explicitly call for 
the destruction of existing nuclear 
weapons within a given time period and 
because it would require India. Pakistan 
and Israel, nations assumed to have 
secret weapons progra^. to sign and 
ratify the pact before it could go into 
force. 

The issue of entry into force has di- 
vided the United States from odier de- 
clared nuclear weapons powers, partic- 
ularly Britain, which insists feat fee 
three "threshold nations" ratify the 
pact Washington has wavered in recent 
weeks on tl^ issue, at one point lining 
up wife Britain. India's vow not to sign 
has iqiparently given the Americans 
cause to reconsider, because a demand 
that India ratify gives the Indians power 
to hold the treaty hostage indefinitely. 

The conference cha^an, Jaap Ra- 
maker, a Dutch diplomat, was repor^ 
to be searching for compromises, in- 
cluding a possible agreement logo ahead 
with tte treaty now without India's ap- 
proval. and then review in five years 
whether fee absence of India or other 
nations should continue to be an im- 
pediment to putting the pact into effect.

U.S. Move Caught Boutros Ghali Backers Off Guard

UNITED NATIONS — Caught off 
guard by the U.S. decision to block a 
second term for Boutros Boutros Ghali 
as secretary-general of the United Na- 
tions, his supporters seem to be in con- 
fusicHi and retreu barely a week after the 
White House disclosed its intention. 

Many of Mr. Boutros Ghali's backers 
realize feat it may be futile to try to buck 
the United Stares, which has enjoyed so 
much unchecked power in fee organi- 
zaticna since the coUapse of the Soviet 
Union. Most nations do not want to 
further alienate Wasl^gton. 

"Nobody wants to see the United 
States foithOT estranged fitnn the United 
Nations," a diplomat smd. "We remem- 
ber wfauu bafpened to the League of 
Nations without the Americans." 

Except for endorsements of Boutros 
Ghali, an Egyptian, from Arab nations, 
KazalstBo. acre a few other countries, 
there has been only silence in most cap- 
itals in reaction to fee U.S. move. 


EspeciaUy noticeable is the reluctance 
by Third World nations to voice supp^ 
Boutros Ghali risked political 
trouble on their behalf wife Europe and 
the United Stares on several occasions. 

Diplomats here say governments wiU 
be watching as le^is of the seven 
major industrial niuions meet in Lyon 
this week, and African countries con- 
vene for a summit meeting in Cameroon 
on July 6. Significant support in either 
group for Mr. Boutros Ghali could help 
his chances of mounting a campaign to 
cry to get the Americans to reverse their 
decision. 

The I^nch have been strong sup- 
porters of the secretary-general. A num- 
ber of European diplomats and UN of- 
ficials are convinced feat the American 
decision to oppose him was timed to 
head off any effort in the Group of 7 
leaders to endorse Mr. Boutros Ghali for 
another term, alfeough fee issue is not on 
the formal agenda. 

Di{>lomats from Asia, Africa, Latin 
America and Europe — none of whom 
wanted to be idenwed say they are 


annoyed or angry with the way in which 
the Ginton administration disclosed the 
decision. 

But many envoys admit that with a 
wealrened General Assembly that is con- 
sidered no match for the Securify Coun- 
cil, where America has a veto, it would 
be difficult to overturn the White House 
decision, even if what one called the 
"humiliation" of the secretary-general 
rallies more nations to his side. 

However, diplomats fear six months 
of peu^ysis in fee UN Secretariat — Mr. 
Boutros Ghali's term expires on Dec. 31 
— and say they need to know what kind 
of candidate the Clintcre adminiscration 
wants. 

American officials, who acknow- 
ledged until last week that Mr. Boutros 
Ghali has largely done what they have 
asked, say publicl;;^ now feat he is block- 
ing reform and poisoning relations with 
Congress, which has withheld money to 
pay American dues. 

Madeleine Albright, the chief U.S.

"I'm against this. Russia's wealth is for 
Russia.” 

After beating fee Communist chal- 
lenger, Gennadi A. Zyuganov, by 3 per- 
centage points — not enough to win out- 
right — President Boris N. Yeltsin 
^jpointed Mr. Lebed, who finished a 
strong titiid, as nation^ security adviser 
and secretary of the Security Council.

The Way 
To a Forum

OME — Scratch the surface al- 
most anywhere in Rome and you 
will find a sc^ of hist^. Ex- 
cavators digging foundations last 
year for Rome's project new Philhar- 
monic Hall, design^ by tiie architect 
Renzo Piano, were stopped 1^ tiie Oiilturai 
Heritage Ministry when Aey unearthed an 
ancient Roman ^a. 

But the huge hole that g^pes in the heart 
of Rome th^ days along Via del Fmi 
Imperiali, between the Piam Venezia and 
tbe Colosseum, was dug in a deliberate 
search for a piece of the d^'s past Thou^ 
no signs announce it, it is a vast arcb^-, 
ological dig, the latest in tbe center of' 
Rome since tbe 1930s. 

Aictaaeologjsis from the Univerdty of 
Rtxne have been burrowing since last 
si»ing tn an area once covered by tbe 
soutiiem end of the ancient Fonun of 
Nerva, part of an intri- 

S cate complex known as 
tbe Imperial Forums. 
This square was built by 
foe e m per o r Domitian, 
Nerva’s fattier, during 
the first century. Its 
towering columns and 
broad pavement trans- 
fonned an ancient street 
into a monumental pas- 
sageway between the 
original Roman Forum 
and the tiuckly popu- 
lated oeighboilioods on 
die Esquiline Hill. 

This is not the first time the area has been 
excavated. From 1926 to 1 928, one of Italy 's 
oe^t archaeologists. Antonio Maria 
Colini, dug hastily here, laciiig agmnst a 
clock set by Benito Mussolini, vfoo was 
impatient to complete the monumental av- 
enue, nfoicfa be named tbe Via del Impero, or 
Street of tbe Empire, linkhre his office on foe 
Piazza Venezia wifo the (^losseum. Mus- 
solini's pretentious thoroughfare severed 
the site of tiie fnums. After Worid War it 
the street was given the less politically 
charged name Via dei Fori Imperiali. 

while Colini dug baphaza^y to arrive 
at the remains of ancient Rome, the present 
team of archaeologists, peeling back 
successive layere of ground, have carefi^ 
laid bare an entire cross section, revealing 
how one small patch of Rone developed 
frmn ancient times to foe present 
What visitors see iMien they gaze 
through the seen steel fence along tiie 
sidewalk of via dei Fori Imperiali are the 
rough stone walls, with rou^ arcades at ^ 
ground level, of builcUngs of the CaroUng- 
ian period. Afrer Nerva 's magnificent for- 
um collapsed, ravaged by wars, fires and 
time, these modest buildings were erected 
in the eighth and ninth centuries — partly of 
ancient stone from the floor of Nerva's 
Forum. Though their purpose remains un- 
clear, diey are not church Duildings, which 
makes them tiie only secular structures sur- 
viving in Rome from tbe Caroli^an era. 

To the right of the Carolingian houses 
runs a de^ ditch, what remains of the ^y 
Roman sewer system, and beyo^ it the trail 
of a street tiiu, in the later Middle Ages, 
became the route taken by the popes as they 
passed in procession from their palace at Sl 
jtfon Laieran past the Colosseum and the 
across the Tiber to Sl Peter's. 

To the left can be seen heavy cement 
foundations and large blocks of dark tulh 
stone that served in Nerva’s time as foot- 
ings for tiie row of enonnous Corinthian 
cmumns that flanked his Fonim. 

To envision the area as it was. imagine a 
jumble of monumental piazzas with tower- 
ing colonnades, meeting halls and temples. 
As Rome grew, tbe Imperial Foniim were 
erected to provide more space for financial 
or government business, court cases, re- 
ligious rites or just playing checkers. 

Once the eanhen wall that separates the 
excavation from the Roman Forum is re- 
moved. the area will be reunified, enabling 
visitors to the Forum to pa.ss easily into the 
newly opened spaces.

W H)' would an estab- 
lished novelist be 
moved lo publish u personal 
memoir? Revealing the raw 
data of a writer's past could 
undermine his attempts to 
universalize his experiences 
and give them lasting life, es- 
peci^ly if that writer is as 
unabashedly autobiographic- 
al in his fiction as James Car- 
roll. 

But CarToIl's poignant and 
captivating “.An American 
Requiem” is not on anomaly 
beside his 10 novels. Lite 
“The City Below," “Prince 
of Pl’uce" and “Mortal 
Friends.” ii marshals 
strengths of probing psycho- 
logical detail and wide-screen 


narrative momentunL, and 
brings the force of true event 
to toe three revolations tiiat 
seem to fascinate him most — 
"interpersonal, religious, 
politi^” - 

Descended from staundi 
Chicago Irish Catholics, die 
autiior as a teenager in the 
1930s was haunted and awed 
by God, Elvis, poetry, by the 
romantic grandeur of jet 
fighters arid bombera, and 
above all by his principled, 
powerful fafter. 

Joe Carroll was one of the 
FBI's rising stars — plucked 
from the bureau in 1947 and 
made brigadier general in 
charge of Air Force internal 
investij^ons. 

His rise to directorship of 
the Defense Intelligmice 
Agency in 1 963 put him at die 
center of nuclear we^ions de- 
ployments during ^ Cold 
War and later w^d charge 
him with “counting the en- 
emy and picking the targete” 
during America's bomUng 
campaign against North Vi- 
etnam.

As he and otiier 
seminorians grapple with 
doubt, temp^on and polit- 
ical rage a^nst Washington 
and the Cholic ortiKidoxy, 
his story assumes die passion- 
ate immediacy of tiie best 
memoirs of Vietnam combat. 
“An American Requiem” is 
an essential addition to the 
literary record of that time.

rying capacity for leisure pursuits (hunt- 
ir^. nshing. golf, tennis, sailings rather 
thw lugging around chests of drawers or 
children in the back. 

The S40 sedan also looks slightly 
racy, in a flo'^ ine, contoured. un-VoIvo- 
like way. even i? there are a few typical 
V'olvo cues (like the grille) to reassure 
those who want protecrion in the big, 
bad motoring jungle. The accent is as 
much on driving pleasure as safety. 

The S40 feels much more conven- 
tional than the oddball 940. or even than 
the 850. It feels rather Japanese inside. 

Why is this car less oddball than your 
average Volvo? Because Volvo has 
designs on getting mainstream buyers 
out of similarly sized Ford Mondeos. 
Opel Veciias and Renault Lagunas. And 
because the S40 was partly developed 
by another company, which want^ a 
mainstream car. 

It is part of a Joint venture with Mit- 
subishi, partly funded by the Dutch gov- 
ernment It is built in Holland in the 
same factory that makes Mitsubishi's 
version of the car. the C^risma. Engines, 
Styling and cabins are different but 
dim are many common components. 
As it turns out the Volvo lool^ better 
and drives better. 

It is a car that feels strong and solid, 
like all Volvos, yet is light and easy to 
drive, like the best Japanese cars. It 


looks distinctive enough (o be noticed, 
yetis un-Volvoenough not constantly to 
worry motorcyclisisorcyclisi.s with im- 
minent if unintentional assault. Rather, 
this is a Volvo more likely to uony 
other carmakers, for the top versions are 
sporty to drive, while the cheaper ones 
are surprisingly good value. In mo.st 
markets, you're talking about Ford 
money — for a Volvo. 

T he S40 is also further evidence of 
Volvo coining in from exile. 
Building cars styled like tanks cer- 
tainly gave Die Swedes a distinctive 
producL and you can't deny their world- 
wide sales success. But lately there has 
been something slightly contrived and 
cynical about Uall.llieKe days you don't 
have to buy a car that drives like a uijck 
to protect your family. 

Volvo proves it. The S40 no doubt 
hits walls and safety barriers with every 
bit as much aplomb as its predecessors, 
yet it drives with ^lan. *rheie is even 
early evidence that longstanding Volvo 
customers are starting timidly to come 
out of their old cats, to have a go in the 
new S40. >h^o knows. They may even 
end up enjoying it.

PARIS — Eurotunnel and its 
credifor banks have reached a **tacit 
agreement'* to give the banks an 
equity stake in the Channel Tunnel 
operator in exchange for forgiving 
some of its debt, its co-efaamnan.

*'iTte trade deficit continues to 
grow mainly because of slow ex- 
ports of semiconductors and an in- 
crease in overseas travel by 
Koreans.” said Kim Young Bae, an 
economist at the Bank of Korea. 


The financial markets had been 
closely watching the figures for 
signs that continued economic 
growth would pessure the central 
rank to raise interest rates from their 
historic lows. 

“Basically, it mitigates the strong 
GDP data and effectively quashes 
fears ofan imminent rate hike,” said 
David Sims, a broker at Society G^n- 
drale Securities (North Pacific) Ltd. 

The government said last week 
that first-quarter GDP had grown 3 
percent from the previous three 
months, its strongest quarterly per- 
formance in 23 years. 

The trade minisny's forecasts are 
not strong, suggesting that produc- 
tion is still the biggest problem fa- 
cing the recovery. Mr. Sims said. 
Output is projects to fall 1.8 p^- 
cent in June and rise 1 .9 percent in 
July, according to the ministiy *s sur- 
vey of manufacturers. 

Still, industrial ou^t was up for 
the second consecutive mondi and 
the seventit time in eight montiis. In 
March, production fell a record 6.0

The slumping semiconductor in- 
dustry was the key to the slower 
growth, said Peter Morgan, an eco- 
nomist with James Securities.

Scor^ of Fans 
Arrested After

LONDON — Hundreds of English 
soccer fans rioted in London and other 
EngUsh towns and cities early 
Thursday. They fought TOlice, ovot- 
tumed and burned cars, looted shops 
and smashed windows. 

Ute rioting erupted after England lost 
its Euro 96 semifinal Wednesday night 
on penalties to Germany. 

London police said they had arrested 
196 p^ple so far. while 30 people bad 
been injtaed with some being taken to 
hospitals. 

The riot police rushed to Trafolgar 
Square and other parts of central Lm- 
don to quel 1 tbe violence and repeatedly 
chatged tbe troublemakers, many of 
whom hid been drinking heavily.

•New- Jersey — Allen Iverson, 
who is ohen a step ahe^ of 
the competition on the com. 
was a step ahead of everyone 
in the National Basketball 
Association draft. 

After accepting hugs and 
handshakes from friends and 
family, Iverson donned a Phil- 
adelphia 76ers cap Wednes- 
day night and celebrated be- 
ing the first pla 3 ^er chosen at 
Cmtinental Airlines Arena. 

Iverson, a 6-foot (1.82- 
meter) sophomoie last season 
at Georgetown, became the 
first point guard taken No. 1 
since Magic Johnson in 1 ^9. 
And Iverson, an explosive 
scorer with lightning speed 
and superb ball-handling 
skills, will try to help reju- 
venate PhiladelpMa's team. 

Iverson is the smallest No. 1 
pick in NBA history and the 
first “traditionally sized” 
point guard select^ No. 1 
since John Lucas. 6-foot-2- 
inch, was taken by Houston in 
1976. 

“All I want to do is win,” 
said Iverson, who help^ 
Georgetown reach die round 
of eight in the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association 
tournament last season. 

The selection of Iverson 
started a parade of undercla^ 
men that was not ended until 
the New Jersey Nets took 
Kerry Kitties, the 6-foot-8- 
inefa senior forward from Vil- 
lanova. on die eighth pick.

For Iverson, being drafted 
No. 1 was something that he 
expected.

Meanwhile, foe 
Bucks got Allen, a 6-foot-5 
swingman from ConnecticuL 
plus a future draft choice. 

Antoine Walker, foe 6- 
foot-8 sophomore forward 
from the University of Ken- 
tucky. became the sixth con- 
secutive underclassman se- 
lected wh«i the Boston 
Celtics took Walker with the 
No. 6 pick. The Celtics traded 
center Eric Montross to Dal- 
las last week in order to ac- 
quire this pick.

N EWYORK— The While 
House should not have 
asked for those FBI files. The 
rei should not have given 
those FBI files to the ^^te 
House. 

The White House explan- 
ation of why it asked for the 
FBI files challenges credu- 
lity. FBI files are supposed to 
be kept close to the chesL 
The reason: FBI files may 
contain scandalous material 
which could be used for polit- 
ical advantage by an unscru- 
pulous politician. 

Is Prudent Clinton unscru- 
pulous enough to use the files 
against Republicans? Come, 
come, we must not even think 
such draughts about a pres- 
ident just because FBI files 
have come into the possession 
of presidential assistants who 
may be slightly unscrupulous, 
at least when a re-election 
campai^ is in progi^. 

C^ain presidential assist- 
ants believe the cause of re- 
election so noble that, as all is 
fair in love and war, so is the 
use of FBI files fair in the 
struggle to save America 
from the other party.

Hence the consternation 
about the White House get- 
ting the FBI files on some 400 
people, including many Re- 
publicans. among them James 
Baker, former secretary of 
state, former chief of the 
White House staff, close 
friend to President Bush. 

Conslematitxi has been so 
intense in Washington that 
certain c^ious questions 
idraut FBI files have not been 
asked. W^y, for instance, do 
the FBI files contain a file on a 
former secretary of state, 
former chief of the White 
House staff and close friend of 
a former president? Is no one 


too eminent to be ^tared the 
prying insolence of gumshoes, 
which is symbolized by these 
FBI files? 

Such respect have the FBI 
files earned that many per- 
sons of hi^ reputadoa and 
genuinely fine character use 
the Freedom of Information 
law to obtain their personal 
FBI files. Their FBI files will 
inform them thaL yes, they 
really are persons of splendid 
character, or perhaps that they 
have been kidding them- 
selves for years and are thor- 
oughly ronen human beings.

Are you aware, reader, that 
you can obtain your own per- 
sonal rei files? Social rivals 
have long urged me to obtain 
mine, but 1 refuse. It would be 
painfiil to find out what 
neighbors say behind ray 
back when the FBI calls and 
even more painful to discover 
that the FBI did not consider 
me consequential enough to 
be included in the FBI files. 

Some people wonder why 
FBI files are kept on anybody 
but criminals. Those 4(^ 
people whose dossiers were 
obtained from the keeper of 
the FBI files by foe Clinton 
White House — those 400 
people including many Re- 
publicans like Baker — was it 
crime that got them tossed 
into the FBI files? 

We cannot kiraw. for. un- 
like the White House, we 
have not bad even a peek at 
their FBI files. Civility com- 
pels us. however, to conclude 
that James Baker is not a 
felon. Perhaps he got into the 
FBI files b^use someone 
suspect felonious intent

Todd Fletcher: A Lot to Be Immodest About

P ARIS — When Fletcher Asset 
Management Inc. appointed 
Todd Hetcher its director of in- 
ternational investor relations earli- 
er this year. he had trouble filling in 
the '‘home address” line on the 
forms.

Todd describes growing up in " a 
nice suburban area” of Waterford 
as "tioeventfril.”
